2. WOOL. 


The total production of wool in New South Wales for 1938-39 was 437,141,000 lb. 
as compared with 495,027,000 lb in 1937-38. The total production in 1939-40 is estimated at 
approximately 545,000,000 Ib. 


Under agreement with the British Government the wool clips of Australia are being 
disposed of by appraisement for the duration of the war and one year thereafter; the 
agreed average price for seasons 1939-40 and 1940-41 was 10°75d. sterling or 13.4375d. 
per lb, Australian Currency.

3. WHEAT. 


In 1939-40 the total area cropped for grain in New South Wales was 4,392,000 acres and 
the wheat harvest 76,551,000 bushels as compared with 59,898,000 bushels in 1938-39. 

Disposal of the harvest is controlled by the Australian Wheat Board, which administers 
compulsory pools. 


4. BUTTER. 


The production of butter in factories in the year ended June, 1940, was two per cent. 
less than in the previous season. 


The exportable unsold surplus of Australian butter in 1939-40 and 1940-41 was purchased 
by the British Government at an agreed price for choicest butter of 137s. per cwt., f.o.b., Australian 
ports. The price of sales for local consumption has been fixed at 158s. 8d. per cwt. (wholesale) 
since June 8, 1938.

The index may be regarded as an approximate measure of changes in the volume of 
business transactions settled by cheques provided it is considered in conjunction with changes in 
price levels. It represents the ratio of each month’s clearings to the average for the month 
concerned during the five years 1926-1930. This average is represented by 100 each month. 
Seasonal fluctuations have thus been eliminated. Casual fluctuations in monthly index 
numbers have teen smoothed out by taking a three months’ moving average, that is the index 
shown above for each month is the average of the actual index of that month and the preceding 
two months. It may be comparcd vertically or horizontally. 


The index is adjusted to eliminate the effects of Treasury Bill and other special 
tran:actions on behalf of Governments and the effects of bank amalgamations. No adjustment 
has been made for normal growth or change of price levels. The amounts ’of clearings shown 
are the recorded totals less Treasury Bill transactions only,

NOTES.—(1) The index of employment is the ratio of number in employment (first column of 
Table 21) to estimated number of wage earners available for employment. The index of unemploy- 
ment is the residue, but both indexesare derived by adjusting the census ratios in accordance with 
subsequent changes in number in employment and number estimated to be available for employment. 

(2) “Number in employment ” is virtually a direct record; ‘‘ number of available wage earners ”’ 
is ar estimate derived by increasing the total of wage earners in employment (plus unemployed) at the 
Census of 1933 in ratio to the annual increase in persons aged 15 to 64 years, separate calculations 
being made for the sexes, and allowance made for net immigration. In order to mcrease ine degree 
of precision in the index, adjustment is made in the number of available wage earners thus 
estimated to allow for (a) increase in the proportion of females who are wage earners (b) youths 
who were without occupation but were not recorded in the wage-earning group at the Census of 
1933. Adjustment for seasonal variations in employment is not made except in respect of casual 
retail employees in December. Since the outbreak of war, adjustment is due on account of enlist- 
ments in naval, military and air forces, and on account of women and adolescents (not formerly of the 
wage-earning group), who have entered employment. Data for such adjustments are being sought. 

(3) At the census of 1933, 15,142 persons, or 1-8 per cent. of total dependent on employment, 
were unemployed by reason of illness, accident, .etc., or voluntarily. These areexcluded from the above 
indexes which relate to percentages of available wage earners employed and unemployed. 

(4) The percentages of unemployment ‘shown above are approximations relating to all wage 
earners of both sexes. Separate estimates for males and females cannot be made from the data available.
